The planes flew larre circles. Between noon and 2 p.m. on 15 January, two air= 
cralt dived from high altitude and pulled out of dive about 100 meters above 
the ground, On the other days between 9 and 16 January, no flying was observed 
fron the town. On the afternoon of 16 January, & single-engine low-wing monopla: 
and 2 biplanes were parked in front of the closed hancars. A radio truck with 
an oxtended mast was parked in the northwestern corner of the landing field.

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Comment. According to other informati on, Stendal-DBorstei airfield is 
occuplec by a fround at tack rerinent and an air reconnaissance resirent. The 
tye units are equipped with ground attack planes. were not able 
to distinguish the two reriments. Since the ground tack reriment alone is 
eqtipped with about CO TelOs, it is believed ee nest of the aircraft were 
parked in the hangars on the days of observation. The exact aircraft strength 
of the air reconnaissance repiment has not been determined, 
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
